- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In a telephone interview with the Applicant and the Examiner's SPE, 
Terrel Morris, on February 15, 2006, the SPE and Applicant discussed the rejection over Kroll et al. (US 6,432,547) in 
view of Noda et al. (US 6,808,795) and further in view of Wu (US 5,851,937) as discussed in the Final Office Action 
dated October 19, 2005. The Applicant indicated that Noda provides no support as well as motivation in its provisional 
priority document for stretching a film. In light of this, the SPE has agreed to withdraw the rejection. The SPE informed 
the Examiner, after conducting another prior art search, that the claims submitted on January 23, 2006 are in condition 
for allowance provided that a STIC search returns no relevant results. The Examiner called the attorney on February 
25, 2006 to inform the attorney that the claims filed January 23, 2006 will be allowed provided that a STIC search 
returns no relevant results. On February 24, 2006, the Examiner called the Applicant to inform the Applicant that the 
STIC search returned no relevant results and that the case is considered to be in condition for allowance. The advisory 
action mailed February 10, 2006 is vacated and the amendment after final of January 23, 2006 is entered . 
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
